The first is on a specific 
use permit for a pre-school on 5.2 
acres on the Westside of SH 5 (Avenue 
K), south of Rowlett Creek. The 
property is cu rren tly zoned for 
agriculture uses.

Commissioners will also study the 
final plat of .67 acres located south of 
Spring Creek Parkway between US 75 
and the Southern Pacific Railroad. A 
self-service gas station will be built on 
the lot. 
Hunt Properties has offered a plat 
of a lot in Woodpark Village I on the 
northeast corner of Independence 
Parkway and Clear Springs Road. 
City Bank will locate on the PD-16-4 
tract.

Stained Glass: 


Local Craftsmen Find Creative Hobby 
In Centuries-Old Art of Window Making

Local churches aren’t the only 
places in Plano to find stained glass 
windows—the 
garage-w orkshop 
belonging to Jam es and Pat Scar­ 
borough 
is 
full 
of 
the 
colorful 
decorative pieces. 
The Scarboroughs began their 
hobby just a few months ago, and 
because the couple found craft lessons 
too expensive, they decided to teach 
themselves. 
“We saw an ad in the paper for 
classes but they were so expensive we 
just decided to go to the library and 
get books on stained glass,” explained 
M rs. 
Scarborough. 
“ It’s 
so 
fascinating and interesting, and so 
much fun to do.” 
She added that she had always been 
interested in the art of stained glass 
window making because the Planoite 
has always “loved anthing artsy.” 
“ I paint and do other crafts, and this 
was something else interesting to do,” 
P at Scarborough said. 
“ I t’s so 
amazing when you cut a piece of glass 


and it comes out how it’s supposed 
to!” 
The making of stained glass win­ 
dows is an age-old art. As would be 
expected, the windows first appeared 
in churches and are recorded to have 
existed even before the 12th century 
AD 
But unlike the modern decorative 
purpose of stained glass, the early 
windows were used “ to keep the birds 
and 
rain 
from 
getting 
in” 
to 
cathedrals, according to an ancient 
archbishop 


Today, contemporary art lets those 
interested in stained glass take an 
experimental approach to the craft. 
The Scarboroughs make up their own 
designs and patterns and stay busy 
devising new uses for the stained 
glass. 
Most of their creations are “sun- 
catchers,’’ or stained glass pictures 
framed in word. They have also made 
hanging lamps and are currently at 
work at two long windows to border 
each side of the front door to a home. 


The Scarboroughs begin their work 
by purchasing glass from 
Dallas 
suppliers—an expensive part of the 
hobby since one square foot of glass 
can cost between $4 and $6 
Allowing for waste and cutting (and 
always the possibility of breaking 
pieces) only about three-quarters of a 
square foot of glass is usable The 
other quarter is waste. 


Once the glass is 
bought, 
the 
craftsm en decide on a pattern for the 
particular art piece they wish to 
make. Books of patterns can be used, 
but most often, the Scarboroughs 
modify these ready-made patterns to 
incorporate their own artistic ideas 
into the stained glass suncatcher or 
lamp 


Several patterns must be made One 
is a small pattern made to scale which 
shows the sizes and shapes of the glass 
pieces. Another pattern is needed to 


indicate colors. And finally, an actual- 
size pattern is drawn onto cardboard 
or posterboard and the glass cutting 
begins 
Pieces are cut with a two-bladed 
razor blade which allows room bet­ 
ween the pieces for the leading that 
will solder the glass panes together 
When the glass pieces are cut, thin 
strips of lead are pressed onto each 
side of the individual panes. Then the 
leading is soldered together and the 
multi colored glass panes form a solid 
window 
A wooden or lead fram e 
completes the art piece 
A complicated hobby that consumes 
a great deal of time and can often be 
ra th e r expensive, stained glass 
crafting is nonetheless recommended 
to any interested artisan by Mrs. 
Scarborough 
The window m aker 
says her hobby is enough “to make me 
forget everything else that’s going 
on.”

Beck, owner of Coral Reef 
Enterprises sells and stocks 
aquariums and ponds and 
runs a 24-hour hotline for 
guardians of sick fish His 
staff of 17 employes even 


makes house calls 
Beck 
has 
designed 
aquariums — he calls them 
“ living 
furniture” 
— 
for 
such stars as Elizabeth 
Taylor, Sammy Davis Jr. 
and Barbra Streisand and 
even rents out 
fish and 
tanks 
“ Sometimes a studio will 
want to rent an aquarium or 
some fish 
for a 
special 
scene ” 
But Beck spends much of 
TOM THUMB 


his time on the phone, 
helping customers nurse 
ailing fish back to health. 
“ People get attached to 
their fish,” Beck said at his 
showroom 
in 
the 
Pacific 
Design Center “ If anything 
happens to them, people get 
very depressed. You don’t 
only treat the fish, you treat 
the people, too. They are so 
into their animals. 
“ People who name fish are 
in trouble. It seems those

fish always go first.” 
Beck 
said 
his 
firm 
sometimes gets up to IOO 
calls a night — many long 
distance. One frantic call 
came from a fish owner in 
Great Neck, N Y. She threw 
a party and a guest spilled 
liquor in her fish pond. What 
should she do? 
Those fish survived. 
But one woman — caring 
for her son s fish while he 
was away — thought they 


were moping 
She poured 
chicken soup into the pond 
and killed 
the 
lot, 
then 
frantically sought to replace 
them 
before 
her 
son 
returned. 
“ The crux of curing a fish 
is proper diagnosis, then you 
have to give the proper 
medication,” said Beck, 
whose firm researches cures 
and maintenance techniques 
for fish. 
He even has a special sling 


he uses to give fish shots. 
The problem with fish, he 
said, is you can’t always tell 
they’re ill until it’s too late. 
“ If a dog is sick, he will let 
you know. Fish don’t always 
do that.” 
Sure symptoms of illness, 
he said, include fish lying on 
the bottom 
of the tank, 
floating at the top gasping 
for air, faded colors, ragged 
fins 
or scratching 
them­ 
selves along the sides of a 


tank. 
Parasites 
and 
bacterial 
problems are the 
most 
common plagues, he noted. 
And most problems are 
caused by stress. 
“ If the environment 
is 
lousy, the fish don’t have 
much of a chance. They 
break down easily. 
Salt­ 
water fish are the hardest to 
keep alive. They are the 
most colorful, but also the 
most delicate.” 


Though aquariums are 
Beck’s biggest sellers, he 
said ponds filled with koi, or 
Japanese 
carp, 
are 
becoming very popular. 
And when one dies, Beck 
says, “ You can bury them — 
they make great fertilizer.”

According to the Bureau of 
Economic Geology, more 
than IO billion tons, lying 
under about one million 
acres of land, can be taken 
from the ground by surface 
mining. 
The Governor’s Energy 
Advisory Council estimates 
that between now and the 
year 2000, over 1.3 million 
tons of lignite will be scooped 
from the ground in Texas. 
This means that during the 
next 23 years we will see 
Energy 
alternatives—do 
we have a choice? 
Nuclear power and coal 
power are being promoted as 
the solutions to our energy 
problems. We have come to 
believe that these sources 
are absolutely necessary to 
meet our future energy 
demands. We feel we must 
accept 
the 
risks 
of 
radioactive and chemical 
pol l uti on, 
ma s s i v e 
destruction of land, and 
possible climatic changes. 
We think we have no choice. 
But do we? Can we solve our 
energy problems in a less 
harmful way? 
I think we can. 
The sun, wind, tides, and 
biomass 
are 
energy 
resources which are clean, 
safe, 
and 
virtually 
unlimited State and federal 
agencies indicate that these 
have the potential to supply 
us with all the energy we will 
ever need. But more time is 
needed to better develop 
their technologies. 
W'e can get this needed 
time if we slow down our 
rate of consumption of oil 
and 
natural 
gas 
Con­ 
servation can reduce our 
energy usage by more than 
25 percent, lf we conserve 
energy, we will feel less 
pressure to rush into the 
development 
of sources 
which are 
technologically 
feasible but which are en­ 
vironmentally unsound

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Pundits 
are 
saying 
President Carter will have to 
do a tremendous “selling 
job” to get the Panama 
Canal treaty approved. 
If that sounds familiar, 
there’s reason for it. Not 
very long ago they were 
saying the same thing about 
Carter’s energy program. 
Since it’s pretty hard to 
run two selling jobs at once, I 
got to thinking that maybe 
Carter should combine the 
canal issue with the energy 
crisis. 
Certainly some of the 
arguments and admonitions 
used to promote energy 
conservation could be ap­ 
plied with equal force to the 
Panama issue. 
Everyone agrees the main 
thing 
wrong 
with 
the 
Panama Canal is that it is 
located in a foreign country. 
Critics of the proposed 
treaty point out that if the 
United States relinquishes 
operating rights, we will 
then 
be 
alm ost 
totally 
dependent on foreign canals. 
Oh, sure, we would still 
have a token capacity — the 


New York State 
Barge 
Canal, the Chicago Sanity 
and Ship Canal, etc. But 
even some of our domestic 
canals, such as those in the 
great Lakes area, involve 
Canadian interests. 
Should there be a foreign 
embargo, America would be 
up the creek canal-wise. So 
Carter’s course is clear. 
His campaign to win ap­ 
proval of the Panama treaty 
should e coupled with a drive 
to make the United States 
self-sufficient in canals. 
At one time, U.S. canal 
production was booming. 
Canal digging in the eastern 
part of the country was well 
advanced and the diggers 
were steadily pushing west. 
But then the railroads 
came along, and canal- 
digging went into a slump 
from 
which 
it 
never 
recovered. Had it not been 
for that, we surely would 
have had a coast-to-coast 
canal network by now. And 
the Panama Canal wouldn’t 
have much mattered. 
It’s not too late to revive 
the transcontinental canal 
concept. Reports that the 


United States has a shortage 
of 
canal 
sites 
are 
misleading. It’s more of a 
case of canal diggers holding 
back 
hoping 
for 
m ore 
favorable economic con­ 
ditions. 
Let Congress provide a 
few tax breaks or other 
incentives and you can bet 
that plenty of new canal sites 
would be discovered and 
developed. 
Maybe we don’t have an 
isthmus that compares with 
Panama, but we do have a 
perfectly good peninsula. 
And while digging a canal 
across Florida might have 
c e r ta in 
g e o g r a p h ic a l 
deficiencies, symbolically it 
would show that Carter was 
serious about reducing our 
dependence 
on 
foreign 
canals. 
Later, we could add a 
canal across Wyoming, a 
canal across Arkansas, and 
so on until one day... 
Well, I don’t know what the 
canal diggers’ equivalent of 
a golden spike would be, but 
the east-west link-up truly 
would be a great day for 
America.

A U ST IN — A new T exas Criminal Justice Plan draft sees 
possibility of an increase in crime so form idable that it 
could overrun the police and court system . 
The two-volum e study is aw aiting1 Gov. Polph Briscoe’s 
review. The governor’s Criminal Justice Division advisory 
board already has approved it. State criminal justice plans 
must be updated annually to establish eligibility for fed­ 
eral crim e-fighting funds, 
Data based on FBI uniform crim e-reporting data for 
1973-75 and Department of Public Safety statistics for 
most of 1970 project that total index crime in Texas, 
which has doubled during the last four years, will doub'e 
again by 1980. 
The report points to an l l per cent increase in murder 
1973-76 and calculates the rate may jump 17 per cent by 
1980. Rape increased 25 per cent and could increase an 
additional 31 per cent by 1980, according to computer 


projections. Burglary increased alm ost a third and mav 
jump another alarm ing 42 per cent, the report forecasts. 
A ssaults could decrease 15 per cent. No realistic projection 
could be made on the robbery rate. 
“Taken at face value, the im plications of these projec­ 
tions are form idable,” the study concludes “They im nly 
a demand on the already-overburdened criminal justice 
system 
that could prove unsurmountable. They im ply 
conditions that could significantly change the lifestyles 
of Texas citizens . . . And they imply the failure of major 
efforts over the past few years to stem the increase in 
crime. All o f these im plications are frightening. Rome m ay 
be valid. But no conclusions can be drawn at this time, 
because the validity of the statistics on which the projec­ 
tions are based is subject to serious challenge.” 
W hile expressing confidence in the 1976 DPS statistics, 
w riters of the report acknowledge earlier data is “ques­ 
tionable at best” and may not be reliable for long range 
forecasting. 
GRAIN THEFTS HIT 


Grain thieves are siphoning o ff $3 million to $5 million 
worth of grain a year from Texas elevators and feed mill 
owners, A griculture Commissioner Reagan Brown claim s. 
Brown promised a statew ide crackdown to stop the 
thefts. The sorghum harvest is hit particularly hard, Brown 
said. The 244.8 million bushel crop is about half harvested. 
The com m issioner said the crackdown will rely on a 
special alert system to inform grain elevator operators of 
suspected theft ring operations in their areas. 
A detection program for w eights and m easures inspec­ 
tors is also projected to aid in recognizing suspects and 
spotting m ovem ents and activities of theft rings. Finally, 
said Brown, the Agriculture Departm ent will aid district 
attorneys in pushing for maximum sentences for convicted 
thieves.

By announcing that he will work for Senate rejection 
of the new Panama Canal treaties, Ronald Reagan 
endeared himself to the right-wing Republicans who 
are expected to dominate the GOP presidential 
nominating convention in 1980. If the Senate does vote 
against ratification, however, we think the former 
governor will quickly discover that his decision was 
bad for him, his party and his country. 
Reagan opposed a new canal treaty in his Republican 
primary challenges to President Ford last year There 
was a lingering hope that he might be persuaded to 
change his mind. Within hours after receiving a 
detailed briefing from the new Administration’s canal 
negotiators Thursday, though, he issued a call for 
rejection of the agreements that will be signed Sept. 7. 
On the surface, it would appear that the Californian 
has seized the winning side of a good issue. Polls in­ 
dicate that three of every four Americans are against 
handing over the canal to Panama, and mail is running 
heavily against the new treaties both at the White 
House and on Capitol Hill. 
We think the appearances are deceiving. 
Most Americans still are not familiar with the terms 
of the proposed new arrangement. Most of what they 


have heard is the charge by opponents that the treaties 
constitute a "giveaway” ; they have the impression 
that the United States is running from the canal with its 
tail between its legs. Public attitudes will shift, we 
believe, as people learn that this is not the case. 
Although legal jurisdiction over the Canal Zone 
would pass to Panama within three years, the United 
States would retain responsibility for operation and 
maintenance until the year 2000. 
Panamanian personnel would take over more and 
more jobs during the time, but an American would 
head the body running the canal until 1990, at which 
time a Panamanian would move into the top job. The 
governing board would have an American majority for 
the life of the treaty. 
Under terms of a separate agreement, the United 
States would maintain the right to defend the canal 
even after the turn of the century — in fact, in per­ 
petuity... 
Businessmen, diplomats and others familiar with the 
situation in Panama think that rejection of the 
agreements would set off bloody and possibly large- 
scale violence in Panama — wih peril to the security of 
the canal — and a wave of anti-U.S. agitation 
throughout Latin America. 
Were that to happen, it would be tragic for the coun­ 


try, and do little good for the political careers of those 
who blocked the treaty. 


Huntington (W.Va.) Herald- Dispatch 
The federal government’s “economic indicators” for 
July have been released and — as usual — you can use 
them to prove just about anything you want. 
For openers, the Consumer Price Index for July rose 
only four-tenths of I per cent, the smallest monthly 
increase since last December. That, obviously, is good. 
But industrial production rose only five-tenths of I 
per cent during the month, the smallest increase this 
year. That, just as obviously, is bad. 
Meanwhile, new housing starts leaped 8.1 per cent 
last month, another encouraging sign that housing 
construction will set a record this year. 
However, personal income during July showed an 
increase of only eight-tenths of I per cent, with $5 
billion of the $11.7 billion hike said due to a onetime 
increase in Social Security payments. 
As George Bernard Shaw once said, "If all the 
world’s economists were laid end to end, they still 
wouldn’t reach a conclusion.”

Detroit, indicted and proven to be guilty of planned 
obsolescence in its automobiles, is talking of building 
an automobile that will last 20 years. 
A top executive for a German auto firm is busy 
building an auto designed for that, too. 
At first that seems like a big jump. But the average 
life time of the current production auto is IO years. 
Putting together the 20-year auto will be surprisingly 
easy for Detroit: Stainless steel or aluminum bodies to 
eliminate rust, improvement of relatively few major 
wear items and only minor improvement of present 
drivetrains would do the trick for the average motorist. 
It is a fact that relative maintenance costs of autos 
has been coming down and that recent models are 
capable of staying on the road indefinitely with proper 
maintenance and replacement of parts. 
But it is a fact that Americans aren’t keeping their 
cars any longer. Whether the fault of the manufac­ 
turers who change the models or the consumers who 
demand the changes, most Americans buy new cars 
not because the old one is beyond repair, but because 
they want a new one with new looks and new features. 
The odds are that the 20-year auto will make a very 
small dent in the U.S. market until the American public 
undergoes a basic change in attitude toward its autos.

Vets Get New Deal 


Veterans seeking loans to 
meet higher education ex­ 
penses this fall will get a new 
deal from the V eterans 
Administration if they act 
quickly, VA Administrator 
Max Cleland said today. 
Cleland 
moved 
to 
stream line VA’s student loan 
procedures by ordering the 
preprocessing of loan ap­ 
plications from veterans 
But, he said, “the key is to 
making sure 
the student 
receives his loan promptly is 
the veteran himself.” 
VA will make loans of up to 
$1,500 each academic year to 
qualified veteran students. 
The 
agency 
hopes 
to 
elim inate the usual 30-day 
waiting period by processing 
a veteran's loan application 
as soon as it is received and 
prior to notification from the 
school that the student has, 
in fact, enrolled for classes 


“ U nder 
the 
new 
procedure,” 
Cleland said, 
“ we will be ready to issue 
the loan papers almost as 
soon as the school tell us the 
student is in class ” 
C leland,

Three Texas’ Represent State Well 


Ships Play Roles in Naval History 


Ships bearing the name of 


the State of Texas have had a 
great role in the Naval 
history of the United States 


and have represented the 
Lone Star State well. 
The first warship named 
for the state of Texas was 


originally a Confederate 
twin-screw ironclad ram. 
She was siezed by Union 
forces in 1865 and taken to 


r n 


the Norfolk. Va. Navy Yard 
where she was sold in 1867. 
The first U.S. Navy ship 
named for the Lone Star 
State was also 
the Navy’s 
first battleship. 
She was 
launched in 
1889 at 
the 
norfolk Navy Yard, under 
the sponsorship of Miss 
Madge Houston 
Williams, 
granddaughter 
of 
Sam 
Houston. 


The 
ship 
cruised 
to 
Galveston 
in 
1898 to 
be 
visited by the citizens of 
Texas. The night she arrived 
there, the battleship Maine 
blew up in Havana harbor in 
an appalling catastrophe 
which 
precipitated 
the 


Spanish-American War. 
Beginning in May 1898, 
Texas was on constant 
blockade patrol between 
Santiago and Guantanamo 
Bay, Cub. 
In July of that year, Texas 


si si 


was involved in the battle in 
which the entire Spanish 
fleet was either captured or 
destroyed at Santiago. 
From 
1908 until 
1911. 
Texas served as station ship 
at Charleston. A. C Among 
those assigned quarters on 
the battleship was future 
Fleet Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz. 
In 19)), she was decom­ 
missioned and renamed San 
Marcos. Sometime later, she 
was sunk as 
target for 
gunfire practice.

had what was reputed to be 
the largest and most ef­ 
ficient set of reciprocating 
main engines afloat.

To Grow Avocados 


WESLACO, Tex. (U P I) - 
Growers in the Lower Rio 
Grande Valley net year plan 
to 
take 
advantage 
of 
production decreases in 
California and Florida and 
the popularity of Guacamole 
salad in San Antonio to get 
Texas into the avocado 
business. 
Avocados, the succulent 
fruit which forms the base 
for the tasty salad served 
with Mexican food, have 
been 
grown 
in 
this 
semitropical delta for more 
than three decades, but 
never have been considered 
a major cash crop in the 
cotton, 
grain, citrus 
and 
vegetable garden area. 
Producers learned this 
summer there may not be as 
much avocado production in 
other areas next season as 
acreage figures imply. 
Dave Fitz, an employee of 
the U.S. Agriculture Depart­ 
ment 
Consumer 
and 
Marketing Service, said 
although 
California 
has 
44,000 acres of avocados 
planted, only 29,000 acres 
are of bearing age. Florida 
usually has 5,500 acres of the 
creamy fruit, but Maxwell 
said growers there an­ 
ticipate only 25 to 50 per cent 
of their normal crop because 
of last January’s 
severe 
freeze. 


So Valley growers met last 
week and 18 of the 21 voted to 
create an avocado growers 
a s so c ia tio n , 
nam ing 
longtime San Juan farmer 
Frank Schuster as tem­ 
porary chairman. 
The 21 growers represent 
300 acres, or approximately 
60 per cent, of the known 
avocado acreage in the 
Valley. 
Schuster 
scheduled 
a 
meeting this week at the 
Research and Extension 
Center to select a permanent 
slate of officers and a name 
for the new association. 
Schuster said he hoped 
action 
would 
be 
taken 
quickly to agree on a stan­ 
dard shpping container and 
a consensus on a harvest 
deadline 
to 
assure 
the 
marketing of only mature 
fruit. 
“ Marketing should be no 
problem for the next three to 
four 
years,” 
said 
Dr. 
Ralphael Cintron, retired 
manager 
of 
Hoglitzelle 
Farms who grew the first 
avocados in the Valley more 
than 30 years ago. 
Cintron 
said 
Valley 
producers were blessed by a 
favorable location near San 
Antonio, the nation’s 10th 
largest city and “ the second 
best market for avocados in 
the United States after Los 


Angles County.” 
Despite 
the 
bright 
prospects, however, Cintron 
warned “ the avacado game” 
is not for everyone. 
“ Let’s not see this as a 
gold mine to everyone that 
comes along like citrus 
was,” 
Citron warned his 
fellow growers. 
“ It ’s a 
highrisk business which is 
always in danger from cold 
weather.” 
Veteran of WWI and WWII 


scores laid the foundation for

mandy, France. 
At Normandy, Texas 
anchored off shore to deliver 
preinvasion 
bombardment 
on the morning of June 6 
This dawn bombardment 
threw 250 projectiles into the 
German shore batteries. 
Texas spent 13 more days 
on the Normandy coast until 
the ground troop advanced 
further than her guns could 
reach. 
On June 25, 1944, she was 
struck by the enemy for the 
first 
time in her 30-year 


career During a three-hour 
duel with the German huns 
at Cherbourg. France, the 
battleship Texas took two 
hits which killed on man but 
caused no disabling damage. 
After 
repairs, 
she 
proceeded 
to 
the 
Mediterranean for the in­ 
vasion fo Southern France. 
Texas left 
Europe, 
the 
need for battleships there 
having come to an end, and, 
after reairs, steamed to the 
Pacific 
to 
fight 
the 
Japanese 
She arrived there just in 
time to prepare for the in­ 
vasion of Iwo Jim a There, 
she blasted the enemy in­ 
stallations with every round 
of ammunition allotted to 
her. She was present at the 
famous flag-raising at 
Mount Suribachi 
After a brief rest, Texas 
participated in the invasion 
of Okinawa, where she fired 
four complete shiploads of 
ammunition in support of 
ground 
operations.; 
Her 
crew set a near record by 
remaining at at their battle 
stations for a period of 50 
days, sleeping at their posts 
and eating at odd hours, thus 
surviving one of the toughest 


Naval operations in history. 
Following the war, Texas 
was 
decommissioned 
and 
moved to San Jacinto Bat 
tlegrounds . Tex., for a well 
deserved rest 
where she 
remains 
today 
as 
a 
memorial to the men who 
have given their lives for 
freedom. 
The United States’ newest 
“ Texas” is a nuclear po­ 
wered 
guided 
missile 
cruiser.; 
Her keel was laid 
at the Newport News (Va ) 
Shipbuilding Company 
on 
August 18, 1973. She was 
launched on August 9, 1975, 
and will be commsissioned 
on September IO, 1977. 
The 
newest

designed to operate in­ 
dependently or with an 
aircraft carrier task group. 
She is antiaircraft and an­ 
tisubmarine capable.

G am e w ardens in the 
Northest Texas area will be 
on the look-out for dove 
hunters violating laws. 
The season started Sept. I 
and will run through Oct. 30 
in 
the 
North 
Zone 
with 
shooting hours 30 minutes 
before sunrise to sunset. 
Daily bag limit is IO, with a 
jwssession limit of 20. 
A new regulation requires 
a tag on freshly killed 
migratory birds which are 
given to another person. The 
information should include 
the hunter’s name, address, 
total number of birds by 
species and date the birds 
were taken. 
An exception is when the 
birds are given or received 
at a personal residence. 
Also, a hunter may hunt in 
the county of his residence 
without 
a 
Texas hunting 
license. This regulation does 
not apply, however, to deer 
or turkey hunting. 
Hunters should keep the 
following 
general 
in­ 
formation in mind: 
— shotguns 
m ust 
be 
plugged permanently to a 
three-shell capacity , and 
shotguns

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September to See 
Rain Improvement 


Texas farmers and ran­ 
chers can look forward to 
some improvement in the 
rainfall situation during the 
next 30 days, if the National 
Weather Service is right in 
its predictions. 
Most of the state should 
get some reprieve from the 
extended dry weather, say 
NWS 
officials. 
They 
are 
calling for above average 
rainfall in 
all 
regions 
through 
the 
m iddle 
of 
September. 
At the sam e time, tem­ 
peratures should rem ain 
norm al, which m eans a 
continuation of generally 
warm weather. 
The possibility of in­ 
creased precipitation during 
the next 30 days should 
brighten the ranching pic­ 
ture considerably, according 
to the Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service. 
Supplemental feeding has 
begun in many counties due 
to the lack of grazing. Also, 
stock water is short over 
much of the state, and some 
ranchers have resorted to 
hauling w ater for their 
livestock. 


Rain in the next few weeks 
would 
also 
boost 
hay 
production which has been 
extremely short this spring 
and sum m er, notes the 
Extension Service. 
Yields 
are off as much as 50 percent 
in some sections of East 
Texas. 
There is a growing con­ 
cern about adequate hay for 
this winter due to the short 


crop and the fact that hay 
barns were emptied during 
last winter’s severe weather. 
Peanuts, soybeans, fall 
planted small grains, fall 
gardens and com m ercial 
vegetable crops would also 
benefit from the rainfall, 
said the Extension Service.

(UPI) — At first glance the 
Soviet Union’s 10,000-year- 
old frozen baby mammoth 
looks 
like 
a 
sleeping 
elephant, complete with a 
curving trunk. 
It was hard to imagine that 
this perfectly preserved 
little dark brown creature 
with a few scraggly hairs 
actually roamed the wilds of 
northeastern Siberia cen­ 
turies ago. 
Had it not died as a baby, it 
probably would have grown 
up to be big and bold like his 
father, with giant tusks and 
furry red hair covering his 
body. 
He was found frozen in a 
solid block of ice this sum­ 
mer 
— 
the 
first 
baby 
mammoth to be discovered 
intact — and is the current 
pride and joy of the Soviet 
Union’s natural scientists. 
After an official interview, 
Vadim Zaitsev, head of 
L e n in g ra d ’s 
Z oological 
institute, offered to show the 
latest find. 
Laboratory chief Michael 
Z aslavsky, a grayhaired 
man in a white coat, led the 
way down two flights of 
stairs to his subterranean 
headquarters. 
The small group stood in 
Z aslavsky’s cluttered lab 
anxiously waiting 
for its 
chief to enter with the much 
talked about beast. Then 
Zaslavsky 
and 
two 
assistants entered, carrying 
something wrapped in foam 
rubber. 
Steam-like 
condensation 
rose from the bundle as the 
three men 
hurriedly 
un­ 
wrapped it. A minute later 
and there it was: a mam-

moth which died at the age of 
9 months, then froze solid 
and was preserved in perfect 
state until dug up about 
10,000 years later. 
“ Go on and touch it. It 
won’t 
bite,” 
laughed 
Zaslavsky. 
The cold hard skin felt 
rough and the few hairs were 
coarse like pig’s bristles, but 
the smallest details of the 
head and body were per­ 
fectly preserved. 
The three men then stood 
the mammoth on its feet. 
The 
140-pound 
anim al, 
named 
Dima 
after 
the 
stream where he was found 
in Siberia, measured about 
three feet long and almost 
the same in height. 
After 
IO 
minutes 
Zaslavsky and his assistants 
carefully wrapped Dima up 
again and carted him back to 
the freezer. “ We can’t keep 
him out too long, or he will 
start deterioratin g,” said 
Zaslavsky. 
“ This is the greatest 
discovery in the field of 
mammoths,” said Zaitsev 
during the interview. 
“ The organs have been

research on blood and skin. 
This find should be very 
interesting for those in the 
field of blood research and 
microbiology.” 
On June 23 a bulldozer 
operator excavating a site 
for gold prospectors in 
northeastern Siberia struck 
a solid piece of ice in the 
perm afrost. The curious 
worker examined the block 
of ice and found that it 
contained an animal. 
He contacted the Magadan 
Research Center 435 miles to 
the south, whence a scien­ 
tific team was dispatched to 
bring the find to Leningrad 
in a specially constructed 
container at a temperature 
of minus 40 degrees. 
“ We have a 
Mammoth 
Committee 
which 
has 
leaflets 
printed 
and 
distributed 
to 
all 
con­ 
struction workers to be on 
the lookout for possible 
finds,” Zaitsev said. 
He said the first intact 
mammoth was found in 1799, 
but as it thawed out it was 


eaten by dogs. “ In those 
days it was not possible to 
preserve o rgan ism s,” he 
said. 
The second intact mam­ 
moth was found in 1901 in 
Siberia and was preserved, 
except part of its trunk 
which was also eaten by 
dogs. The furry creature is 
on exhibit at the Leningrad 
Zoological Museum, which 
according to Zaitsev, has the 
largest mammoth collection 
in the world. 
‘‘Certainly 
this 
latest 
discovery is the greatest,” 
Zaitsev said. “ By using the 
radio carbon method of 
testing, we believe the baby 
mammoth to be between 
7,000 and 10,000 years old.” 
He said about 20 persons 
were involved in analyzing 
the latest find, 
including 
b io lo g ists, 
g e o lo g ists, 
zoologists 
and 
other 
scientists. 
He said the baby was an 
exam ple 
of 
the 
last 
generation of m am m oths 
who roamed the earth. “ It is 


difficult to say what caused 
the death of the mammoth," 
Zaitsev said. “ Maybe it 
drowned, but we have only 
been studying it for a month 
and that is not long enough to 
tell.” 
Zaitsev said the baby 
mammoth froze very shortly 
after its death and therefore 
there was very little decay. 
“ The stomach was empty, 
but there are traces of grass 
in the intestines which in­ 
dicates 
that 
he 
was 
weaned ” 


He said after the mam­ 
moth has been thoroughly 
researched it will be stuffed 
and put into a museum 
"The present find will also 
be compared with research 
into the elephant 
family. 
That is, the research will 
involve a genetic study of the 
evolution of mammoths to 
elephants. This is the first 
find we can research by 
molecular biology.” 
Zaitsev said “ this is a first 
for modem science. It is a 
real godsend.”

However, 
you will have established a 
credit rating. 
After that, check your file 
at the credit bureau. Expect 
to pay several dollars for a 
copy of your credit record.

Ask questions about 
anything you don't 
un­ 
derstand or agree with. 
If ever you are denied 
credit, contact the creditor 
within 30 days and ask why. 
Once you establish credit, 
keep it. That means paying 
each credit obligation on 
time. Don’t let a payment 
or bill go unpaid—if you are 
in trouble one month, go to 
the creditor and explain your 
situation. 
Keep your credit active. 
Use your credit at least once 
a year—just for a routine

Q. You agreed with a par­ 
ent who wrote to you that po­ 
lice are especially tough on 
young people with long hair 
and clothing that is offbeat. 
If that’s true perhaps the 
mother should encourage her 
daughter to dress in a more 
acceptable manner and keep 
her hair well groomed. Girls 
and young ladies can do more 
toward changing the dress 
habits of our younger male 
population by simply refusing 
to associate with them until 
they dress as clean-cut gen­ 
tlemen should. 
If young ladies don’t try to 
raise the standards of their 
male associates, the latter 
will definitely lower the fe­ 
male standards. 
lf that mother thinks that 
police officers pick on them 
because of their appearance, 
all they have to do is clean it 
up. 
A. The original discussion, 
as I recall, was that there 
seems to be a tendency in 
some parts of the country for 
the police to bear down 
harder on young people 
whose traffic or other per­ 
formance may deviate no 
more than do the activities of 
older people. 
Today’s writer apparently 
thinks that how youngsters 
look during our youth was the 
way they should dress and 
comb their hair now.

Your recommendation was to 
put covers over them or have 
a quick consultation with a 
local electrician. 
I recently ran across the 
enclosed advertisement of a 
plastic safety cap to keep 
metal objects and little wet 
fingers from poking in. 
They are inexpensive and I 
imagine 
quite 
available 
throughout the country. 
A. Prevention is the name 
of the game when it comes to 
small children and their ex­ 
ploratory habits that can lead 
to danger. 
Although I don't want to 
push any commercial prod­ 
ucts, this reader’s suggestion 
fits into my original recom­ 
mendation. And if it can help 
avoid pain or worse, it is cer­ 
tainly worth sharing.

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Acoustical Ceilings 
Hide Cracked Plaster

Q. We have a large old 
home we are renovating as 
we have the money to do so. 
The high ceilings, which are 
rather badly scarred from 
cracks and broken plaster, 
need attention. 
Also I have found that with 
the high ceilings and exposed 
wood floors we have an 
acoustical problem with noise 
levels reaching unpleasant 
highs from time to time. So I 
had thought of a kind of 
acoustical ceiling. Do you 
think this would look out of 
place in a big, old Tudor-style 
home? 
A. No, I certainly don’t 
think an acoustical ceiling 
would be out of place in a 
Tudor style home. Today 
there is a variety of styles in 
acoustical ceiling material to 
choose from. And plain white 
traditional squares or the 
sprayed on type are not the 
only kinds. 
Armstrong Cork has moved 
acoustical ceilings out of the 
mundane and is offering sev­ 
eral new possibilities. One is 
a ceiling square to resemble 
gold leaf and another re­ 
sembles 
antique 
mirror 
squares. Both were exhibited 
recently (May 
and June, 
1977) in the Designers’ Show­ 
case at the Woolworth Man­ 
sion in Glen Cove, N.Y. 
In a highly visible area on 
the third floor, the gold leaf 


ceiling material was selected 
by designer Lawrence Levine 
to provide the look of ele­ 
gance the designer wanted at 
the head of the curving stair­ 
way. Accessories in this area 
included Oriental works of 
art 
displayed 
on 
walls 
sheathed in a stylized stripe 
wall covering. 


Q. I want to apply fabric to 
the walls of my entrance 
area. How is that done? Is it 
hard? 
I have wallpapered before. 
Is the procedure the same? — 
T.P.L. 
A. It is easier to apply 
slightly heavy fabric than 
very light weight fabric. But 
choose a fabric which does 
not stretch or pull greatly be­ 
cause that makes the job dif­ 
ficult. 
If your walls are rough, 
sand them and if you have 
bad cracks you might con­ 
sider an undercoat of either 
sizing or paper. 
One 
decorator 
applied 
heavy upholstery fabric to a 
client’s walls and the result 
was stunning. He used regu­ 
lar wheat paste used for wall­ 
paper and put the paste on 
thick on both the wall and the 
fabric. When he found the 
edges were not sticking 
properly he tried putting the 
wheat paste on top of the 
fabric which soaked it up and 
held firm. When the paste 
dried it did not show. 
But, you can never be cer­ 


tain with fabrics what will 
show and what will not. Test a 
piece of fabric first to see if 
any coloring comes through 
to spot. 


Q. My husband and I have 
moved to a retirement com­ 
munity and bought a con­ 
dominium. 
My 
husband 
grows 
orchids, 
dahlias, 
chrysanthemums, 
fuchsias 
and other flowers and brings 
them in the house when they 
are in bloom so we have color 
almost year round. 
I have a gray sofa which is 
in very good condition and 
does not need recovering yet. 
I need to buy a pair of chairs 
and also decide what color for 
carpeting and wall paint. 
I want something lively and 
inviting and a color scheme 
that will be a good back­ 
ground for my husband’s 
flowers. What would you sug­ 
gest? — E.Q. 


A. Perhaps it’s not original 
but why not provide the 
colors nature suggests. You 
can hardly go wrong. 
I think a bright green 
carpeting would be stunning. 
White or pale blue for the 
walls would be attractive and 
might be complemented by a 
pair of wicker or woven 
chairs — either natural or 
white — with blue or blue and 
green striped cushions. 
The flowers can provide the 
accent of colors displayed in 
interesting baskets and pots.

The Visible Woman 


Susan Brownmiller, author 
of the book, “Against Our 
Will,” claims that rape is 
“nothing more or less than a 
conscious process of in­ 
timidation by which all men 
keep women in a state of 
fear.” 
The purpose of that fear, 
according to Brownmiller is, 
among other things, to en­ 
force monogamy, restrict the 
mobility, freedom and power 
of women ... in short, to keep 
women in their places. 
If there is such a con­ 
spiracy, it has been rein­ 
forced recently by a Wis­ 
consin judge who ruled some 
weeks ago that a boy who 
raped a schoolgirl was react­ 
ing “normally” to the pro­ 
vocative clothing that women 
now wear. It was further 
nailed in place by a California 
Court of Appeals judge, who 
overturned the conviction of 
an accused rapist on the 
grounds that a lone female 
hitchhiker advises all who 
pass by that she “has less 
concern for the consequences 
than the average female.” 
These two decisions have 
inflamed the anti-rape battle 
that rages not only in the 
United States, but in Italy, 
Britain, Australia and dozens 
of other countries. 
Not only did the judges 
place on the victims die re­ 
sponsibility for the acts of the 
aggressor, but they per­ 
formed other gymnastics of 
logic as well. 
TTie opinion that wearing 
provocative clothing invites 
rape can lead to other con­ 
clusions. 
Maybe the judge would 
think a woman invites rape 
when she wears a pretty 
dress and high-heeled shoes. 
She is certainly trying to look 
attractive, for there is no 
other justification for high-

heeled shoes. 
But how high is provoca­ 
tive? Which dress is provoca­ 
tive? 
What about males? Is it all 
right to attack a man who ap­ 
pears in public wearing only 
cut-off jeans? Gentlemen 
didn’t used to dress like that. 
As for hitchhiking, we all 
know it is dangerous in the 
United States. Yet in Ireland 
this summer we saw mothers 
with children, middle-aged 
men in business suits, elderly 
ladies with shopping bags, 
hitchhiking. It’s sad that in 
America it isn’t safe to offer 
or accept a ride. Even so, if a 
hitchhiker is robbed or mur­ 
dered, the aggressor is not 
exonerated from his crime 
simply because the victim is 
a hitchhiker. Hitchhiking, 
after all, is simply a request 
for transportation. 
There are some things a 
woman can do to protect her­ 
self from a rapist, whether he 
is met on the highway or in 
the elevator of a building. The 
Palo Alto (Calif.) Com­ 
mission on Rape, despite ad­ 
vice to the contrary from 
police departments, recently 
encouraged women to train in 
martial arts, to carry aerosol 
cans, and in some cases, to 
arm 
them selves 
with 
weapons. 
Brownmiller insists 
that 
rapists continue to commit 
rape, because they continue 
to get away with it. 
A second defense is to keep 
pressing for more women on 
police forces, in law offices, 
and on judges’ benches. 
Though she didn’t get nearly 
as much publicity as the 
judges in Michigan and Cali­ 
fornia. Judge Betty D. Fried- 
lander of Ithica, N.Y., re­ 
cently sentenced a 14-year- 
old boy to serve the maxi­ 
mum three-year sentence for 


his conviction of rape to 
“serve as a symbol of public 
outrage.” The youth had 
served time already for a 
previous rape, and admitted 
to raping, sodomizing and 
robbing two women at knife­ 
point near the Cornell Uni­ 
versity campus. 
A third resource available 
to women, and one that seems 
as dangerous to society as 
old-fashioned lynchings, ven­ 
dettas and citizen’s posses, is 
one that is becoming more 
common — retaliation. 
Several months ago I wrote 
a newspaper column asking 
women to express their 
opinions about retaliation 
against rapists, such as the 
killings associated with Joan 
Little, Inez Garcia, and half a 
dozen other women around 
the nation. 
Hundreds of letters came 
from women of every region 
of the United States. The 
writers represented a wide 
range of backgrounds; some 
had been rape victims. Every 
letter, without exception, in­ 
dicated that if law officers 
and the courts could not or 
would not enforce the law, 
then women had a moral 
right to strike back. The rage 
and sense of injustice ex­ 
pressed in the letters was as­ 
tounding. 
“There’s no doubt about it, 
I would kill anyone that raped 
my little girl,” wrote one 
woman from Texas. She 
sounded as if she meant 
every word. 
It would be a sorry thing, if 
rn a nation like ours that 
prides itself on insuring each 
citizen life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness, women 
were forced to 
turn 
to 
anarchy to obtain safe pas­ 
sage. Hopefully, this problem 
can be solved legally, and 
with dignity.

Woods of Denver,

organizer, said he believed 


the commercializaton of 
religious bumper stickers is 
“a sign of the times. 
“Ifs a sign of what’s 
happening in people’s lives,” 
said Woods. “There s been a 
real surge of interest in the 
‘born again’ phenomenon 
because of people 
like 
President Carter, Chuck 
Colson and Anita Bryant.” 
Woods said he believed 
most 
people 
“really are 
declaring themselves when 
they put bumper stickers on 
their cars. 
‘“I Found It’ was the 
exception,” he said. “Most 
people with bumper stickers 
are not trying to share with 
others but just identifying 
that they are believers in 
Jesus Christ. I’m really 
impressed with their zeal.” 
Mrs. Swanson said older 
Christains appear to realize 
bumper stickers can be 
irritating to others. 
“That’s not our purpose,” 
she said. “I chose not to put 
one on my car because I 
don’t want to intimidate 
anyone. Jesus should be 
worn all over.”

Hauch 
is

associate pastor at the Rev. 
Charles Blair’s Calvary 
Temple in Denver, which 
televises Sunday worship 
services through the Rocky 
Mountains and Great Plains. 


He agrees that bumper 
sticker evangelism has gone 
too far. 
"Although they may serve 
as a conscious-raiser, they 
also serve to cheapen the 
gospel by making it trite,” 
said Hauch. “It becomes a 
chiche-ish process rather 
than the profound process 
that it is.” 
Hauch 
said 
bumper 
stickers grew out of the 
campus movements of the 
late 1960s. 
“ People identified with 
causes at that time and wore 
those 
causes 
very 
ex­ 
ternally,” he said. “Bumper 
stickers were a natural 
outflow of that. They identify 
with a cause and get the 
message 
across 
very 
briefly.” 
Ron Smith, executive vice 
president 
and 
chief 
operating officer of Oral 
Roberts University in Tulsa, 
Okla., said bumper stickers 
are not a big item on cam­ 
pus. He said the religious 
school takes no official 
position on them. 
“ I believe that what you do 
talks so much louder than 
what you say,” said Smith. 
“ It’s not doing much good 
for God when an evangelical 
bumper sticker is seen going 
down the highway at 75 miles 
per hour.”

— A typical nuclear plant is 
fueled by m ore than seven 
million tiny uranium pellets,

B abcock 
and 
Wilcox Company's nuclear 
division here. Each pellet, a 
bit larger than a pencil 
eraser, contains about as 
much energy as four barrels 
of oil. 
A 1,000-megawatt nuclear 
plant, explains Melvin San- 
kovich, a m anager in B and 
W’s nuclear fuel depart­ 
ment, could save the nation 
about IO million barrels of oil 
annually and provide enough 
electricity to serv e the 
yearly needs of 875,000 
homes.

U.S. 
uranium 
reserv es m ay equal the 
energy potential of about 245 
billion barrels of oil, energy 
experts see the need for 
greater uranium use if the 
country is to avoid serious 
energy shortages during the 
next 30 years.
